Summary  of  Findings  and  Recommendations 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination 
and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Groton  which 
was  made  by  this  Division,  acting-  under  authority  of 
Chapter  71,  Section  27,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Anno- 
tated, which  provides  in  part  as  follows  : 

"Audit  on  Motion  of  Commission.  The  (Tax)  Com- 
mission may  cause  an  audit  to  be  made  of  the  accounts 
of  any  city,  town,  school  district,  village  district  or  pre- 
cinct, as  often  as  once  in  two  years,  or  whenever  condi- 
tions appear  to  it  to  warrant  such  audit,  xxxxx" 

This  audit  covered  the  fiscal  year  ended  December 
v31,  1960,  and  the  period  from  January  1st  to  March  31st, 
1961.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of 
the  report.  Also  included  is  a  Statistical  Table  present- 
ing a  Ten  Year  Statement  of  Surplus,  Valuation  and 
Taxes.  ,    IR 

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the 
accounts  and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treas- 
urer, Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Library  and  Trustees 
of  Trust  Funds. 

Financial  Statements 
Comparative  Balance   Sheets:   Dec.   31,   1959  -  Dec.   31, 
1960:  (Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  Dec.  31,  1959  and 
Dec.  31,  1960,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated 
therein  the  Surplus  increased  by  $1,223.57  during  the 
year  1960. 
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Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit 
A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of 
the  Town  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with 
the  factor  which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein. 
This  was  as  follows :

Comparative  Statement  of  Appropriations  and  Expendi- 
tures -  Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits  A-3 
and  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  ex- 
penditures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  Dec.  31,  1960,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3 
and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit 
A-4),  a  net  unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  of 
$1,200.95,  plus  a  revenue  surplus  of  $22.62,  resulted  in  a 
net  budget  surplus  of  $1,223.57. 

Summary  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures :  (Ex- 
hibit B-1) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  Dec.  31,  1960,  made  up  in  accord- 
ance with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  in- 
cluded in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance 
as  of  March  31st,  1961,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  H, 
Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public 
funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  can- 
celled checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices 
and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record. 
Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and 
totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  bal- 
ance.<  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank 
balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository 
banks. 
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General  Comments 
Surplus,  Valuation  and  Taxes: 

Table  I  presents  a  Ten  Year  Statement  of  Surplus, 
Valuation  and  Taxes.  It  is  noted  that  during  the  period 
from  Dec.  31,  1950  to  Dec.  31,  1960,  there  were  no  out- 
standing notes  or  bonds,  and  the  Surplus  increased  from 
$5,757.68  to  $6,589.71. 

During  the  same  period  the  assessed  valuation  of 
taxable  property  increased  by  $106,150.00,  from  $389,380.- 
00  to  $495,530,  or  27  percent.  The  amount  of  the  annual 
tax  levy  increased  by  $3,184.50,  from  $11,681.40  to  $14,- 
865.90,  or  27  percent. 

As  a  result  of  the  same  iproportional  increase  in  the 
assessed  valuation  and  the  amount  of  the  annual  tax  levy, 
the  local  tax  rate  was  $3.(X)  per  hundred  in  both  1950  and 
1960.  The  average  tax  rate  for  the  State  increased  from 
$4.31  to  $5.45  during  this  period. 

Treasurer's  Checks: 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Treasurer  countersign 
the  Selectmen's  orders  and  use  these  as  town  checks, 
rather  than  continue  the  practice  of  issuing  separate 
checks.  This  may  be  done  if  the  name  and  number  of  the 
depository  bank  is  stamped  or  printed  on  the  order-check. 
If  this  procedure  is  followed,  the  vouchers  and  checks 
will  bear  the  same  numerical  sequence  and  the  possibility 
of  any  difference  in  the  name  or  amount  between  the 
voucher  and  check  will  be  eHminated. 

Separate  Listing  of  Property  Taxes : 

In  cases  where  a  taxpayer  owns  more  than  one  piece 
of  property,  the  tax  on  each  individual  parcel  should 
be  listed  separately  in  the  warrant  book,  rather  than  in- 
cluding the  taxes  on  several  parcels  in  one  amount.  If  the 
taxes  become  delinquent,   the   individual  properties    can 
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be  advertised  and  sold  separately.  This  gives  the  owner 
or  mortgagee  the  privilege  of  designating  which  proper- 
ties they  may  wish  to  redeem  from  the  tax  sale. 
Tax  Sale  Record : 

When  the  taxes  bought  at  a  tax  sale  are  entered  by 
the  Collector  in  the  "Record  of  Tax  Sales"  book,  all  taxes 
which  are  bought  by  the  Town  should  be  listed  first  and 
totalled.  The  list  of  taxes  purchased  'by  individuals 
should  then  be  entered  separately. 

Tax  Collector: 

The  Tax  Collector  should  adopt  the  use  of  the  ac- 
counting forms  and  procedures  as  described  in  the 
"Modeltown"  Collector's  Manual  and  set  of  standard 
forms. 

Tax  Collector's  Salary  Account:  (Exhibits  K  &  L) 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  salary  account  of  former 
Tax  Co'llector,  Annie  M.  Esty,  for  the  years  1954  to  1960, 
inclusive,  is  presented  in  Exhibit  K.  As  indicated  therein, 
the  Collector  received  part  of  the  1960  salary  in  the 
amount  of  $70.00,  leaving  a  balance  due  on  this  account 
of  $80.00. 

As  shown  by  Exhibit  L,  as  of  March  31,  1%1,  there 
was  a  net  balance  due  Mrs.  Esty  from  the  Town  of 
$71.50,  This  represents  the  difference  between  the 
amounts  due  Mrs.  Esty  (balance  of  1960  salary  plus  ex- 
cess remittances)  of  $87.00,  and  the  amounts  due  the 
Town  (State  Head  Taxes  and  penalty  collected  but  not 
remitted  to  the  Treasurer)  of  $15.50. 

Conclusion : 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955 
require  that  this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and 
recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town.  This  letter 
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of  transmittal  should  be  publis'hed  in  its  entirety,  but  the 
publication  of  Exhibits  is  optional.
